Dear Harold, 

lour letter of ll/l8 received. 

Agreed on Joesten. I will be extremely careful with Masterman, from 
whom I haven't heard for some time. I will do nothing on the Davison thing. 

Your idea on Xeroxing COUP is fine - if the Xerox copy you send me is 
a very good one. Except perhaps to send to publishers, a f-size copy should 
be readable enough. I could make some of each, at somewhat greater expense. 

If you wanted to, you could sell copies of the whole 500 page book for slightly 
above cost (250 double pages = about $ 7) to friends and maybe make up some 
of the Xeroxing cost for your own copies. Enclosed are the local Xerox and 
offset rates - subject to change, of course. 

I have known that CE 3120 is not the Quigley copy of the Lamont apmphlet, 
and made that clear in my requests. I don't think that they meant to suggest 
otherwise when they described them as "identical." As you suggested, I have 
written a polite reminder to the Justice Dept, about my other request. The 
items in the FBI's file could be very interesting - e.g. photos taken by the 
Feebees - but if so I don’t expect to get them. 

When you get around to AGENT OSWALD, I hope that I will be able to offer 
suggestions, criticisms, etc. before it gets into more or less final form. This 
is the area in which I have done more work than any other, and there may be little 
things which I didn't send you at the time but which fit into what you have. 

If you would like, I could write down, off the top of my head, my ideas for 
topics that should be relevant. In this field there is so much that the problem 
might be cutting it down to reasonable size, keeping only the really solid stuff. 

You asked about the file number 97-74. This is on the DeBrueys report, 
entitled FPCC..., as well as on one of the handbills. Did JG ever get anything 
out of DeBrueys? 

1 am enclosing the copy of the Liebeler 9/6/64 memo which Lift on sent me. 

I made myself a copy, so you need not return this. (If Gary doesn't have it , 
send it to him. Incidentally, I did send Gary the letter on Masterman.) 

As you know, Jim and I are getting synopses systematically. We just got 
those for CD 460 and 462, which relate to Thomas Valle. (I will send the rest 
as soon as it arrives; already on order.) I would interpret the Archives' 
earlier letter to JNS as meaning that there is withheld material filed under 
Vallee_. 

The letter from Johnny Tackett to Oswald may be typical of the sort of goodie 
in the FBI exhibits. If Oswald didn’t respond*- and I am checking for interviews (*-2H34; 
of Tackett now - it pretty well confirms that the material on Russia which he 
was getting typed was not for a book, but rather some sort of official business. 

Copy of the relevant 1. (Davison) pages of Joesten 's 

"Truth Letter" enclosed. 

2 copies of CD 1349 (except what was sent earlier) enclosed - one for Pena. 

Very interesting indeed. Could you ask for the photo from the 12/22/60 N.O. 
papers, mentioned on p. 5? At least the caption, to see who else is pictured. 

This may not mean it wasn't done, but I don't recall such treatment for other 
witnesses (except ReWland) . Liebeler may have asked for this memo. A check of 
the name file for Pena may be worthwhile.
